Elections were held in many 
states and cities, and reformers, old 
and now, generally suffered defeat at 
the polls. Philadelphia, whe'e the bet­ 
ter elements combined to break the 
? cw-v of the Republican machine in 
the* election for district attorney, D. 
Clarence Gibboncy, head of the Phila­ 
delphia Law and Cider league, was 
defeated by Samuel P. Rotan, (he Re­ 
publican nominee, by from 30.'»fip to 
tO.OU') votes. Gibboncy war defeated 
by Rotan at the last ole* lion by less 
than 2,000 votes. 
hi Cleveland tho reign of Tom L. 
Johnson es mayor Vas emh d by the 
election of IR rnian C. Baehr, the Re­ 
publican 
nominee. 
Mayor 
Johnson 
was a candidate for a iii rh term as 
mayor and the issues were purely lo­ 
cal. 
in Cincinnati the Republican nomi­ 
nee of Boss Cox, Dr. Schwab, was 
elected mayor by an increased plu­ 
rality. 
Ile is the man whom Presi­ 
dent Taft wished to go home to vote 
against. 
Brand Whitlock was the most nota­ 
ble exception of the day to the defeat 
of independents. 
He was re-elected 
mayor of Toledo by an estimated plu­ 
rality of 2,500, a considerable loss 
over his plurality at the last election. 
In Indianapolis, where the two old 
parties were fighting, ?na< nine against 
machine, Tom Taggart’s candidate for 
mayor 
on 
the 
Democratic 
ticket, 
Charles A. Gauss, was defeated by 
Samuel Lewis Shank, Rep., by a vote 
of 27,700 to 25,702. 
Taggart made a 
desperate fight for the election of 
Gauss, taking principal charge of the 
campaign, and so sure was the vic­ 
tory before election day that the bet­ 
ting favored his candidate. 
The elec­ 
tion cf Shank is a hard blow for Tag­ 
gart, and may mark the beginning of 
the end of his machine rule of the 
oily.

Mayoralty elections were held in 
many cities of New York and the re­ 
sults generally were surprisingly fa 
vorable to the Democrats.

mann, Dem., by 1,246 plurality. Sche­ 
nectady went Democratic and Bing 
h amp ton switched from a Republican 
to a Democratic mayor. 
Utica is also 
reported to have elected a Democrat 
to head the city government. 
Virginia elected a Democratic gov 
ernor and Rhode Island a Republican. 
Indications are that Louisville, Ky., 
has elected a Democratic n ayor. 
Generally throughout the country 
the elections w’ere marked by quiet 
and good will. 
In Induna and Western and South 
em states prohibition was the princi­ 
pal issue, and the elections were close­ 
ly contested. 
New Jersey voted for members of 
the legislature and late reports ’joint 
to a Republican najority in both 
houses to select the successor to Sen­ 
ator Kean.

William J. Gaynor of Brooklyn swept 
the five boroughs to victory as mayor 
by at least 70,000 plurality, defeating 
Otto T. Bannard, Republican-fusion, 
mid William Randolph IJearst, inde­ 
pendent. 
He fail* d, however, to carry biti 
ticket with him, and the Republican- 
fusion forces will control absolutely 
the board cf estimate and apportion­ 
ment which will disburse approxi­ 
mately a Trill ion dollars during the ad­ 
ministration. This is more than half 
a defeat for Tammany, for the control 
of the board of estimate was one of 
the principal issues of the campaign.

PAINT TESTS MADE AT FARGO

week turned toward Fargo, where the 
results of a series of experiments 
which may have a revolutionary effect 
upon the industry will be determined 
by a committee of experts. 
The experiments have been carried 
on for four years by Professor R F. 
Ladd of the North Dakota Agricultural 
college with a view to determining 
the actual value and wearing quali­ 
ties of various kinds of commercial 
paints. 
They are (he most thorough, 
as well as the most extensive, which 
have ever been conducted, and are 
attracting the attention of the lead­ 
ing paint manufacturers of the Unit­ 
ed States and also of federal govern­ 
ment officials. 
Sufficient tin e has now elapsed so 
that the tests are In some degree com­ 
pleted and committees have been ap 
pointed by the chief paint manufac­ 
turers of the country to visit Fargo, 
make a critical examination of tho 
tests, note results and make a report 
of their findings. 
On Nov. 18, 19 m d 20 a committee 
representing the Paint Manufacturers' 
association of the United States will 
be in Fargo to make a detailed study 
of Professor Ladd’s tests. 
A represen­ 
tative of the department of geology at 
Washington has recently been here for 
the same purpose.

Will Carry Case to Ilia Federal 


Supreme Court

NEARLY ENDED 


President Taft Soon Will Re­ 


turn to Washington. 


SWEEPS OVER INTO ALABAMA 


Washington, Nov. 3 —Unless 1he su­ 
preme court should intervene -and re­ 
verse the majority decision of the 
District of Columbia court of appeals, 
Samuel Compels. John Mitchell end 
Frank Morrison, officers of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor, will serve 
jail sentence"} for contempt of court. 
The appeal of the labor leaders from 
the dec ision of Judge Daniel T. Wright. 
cf the district court that they had 
been guilty of contempt in violating 
an injunction by Justice Gould in per­ 
sisting to order a boycott on the Buck 
Stove and Range company’s product ? 
is rejected by the district court of ap­ 
peals. 
Chief 
Justice 
Sheppard 
dissents 
from the findings of his two asso­ 
ciates, Justices Van Orsdel and Robb. 
Justice W right sentenced Gompers 
to one year in jail, Mitchell to nine 
months and Morrison to six months. 
An appeal to the supreme court i3 
to be taken by the labor leaders with­ 
in fifteen lays and in that time the 
mandate of arrest and imprisonment 
will issue from the district court of 
appeals. 
Notice of appeal on certiorari can 
reach tho supreme court, or the su­ 
preme court may take the matter be­ 
fore it at once. 
I? is said at labor headquarters that 
counsel for the labor leaders will re­ 
quest the supreme court to consider 
the appeal immediately. 
The request 
will be based on the language used 
in tho Van Orsdel decision that tho 
off*nse is a criminal one against the 
courts of the district and that no ai>- 
peal lies to the supreme court. 
This point decided against them, 
Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison will 
move to dismiss their bondsmen and 
go to jail. 
Chief Justice Sheppard, in his dis­ 
senting opinion, holds the constitu­ 
tional question of free speech and a 
free press is involved, and that the 
alleged offense was not committed 
when the court’s older was in effect. 
This fuinishes the ground for the 
appeal to tho supreme court.

Birmingham, Ala., Nov. 3.—Mingling 
moral preachment} with appeals to 
Southern political reason, Taft said 
goodby to Mississippi and swept over 
Into Alabama, w here he was the guest 
of “the Pittsburg of the South’’ at a 
banquet that would reflect credit up­ 
on the only genuine Pittsburg. 
The long trip is nearing an end. In 
m other week the president will be 
back in Washington, prepared, after 
a couple of side trip’s, to settle down 
and struggle with congress over his 
j big Icgffrhrttvr* programme. 
The message to the regular session 
is practically ready. 
It needs only tho 
finishing touches. 
It will embrace 
railroad legislation, along the lines 
laid down in his Western speeches 
mainly. A postal savings bank bill. 
w*hi(h the president again strongly 
indorsed in an address at Columbus. 
Mi-s., will be recommended, but the 
president will not insist on its passage 
at the coming session of con ere-5}. 
There a v i 11 be a stronger recommenda­ 
tion also for financial legislation, but 
no action will be taken on this either, 
unless the report of the monetary ccm- 
mission is handed in early in the ses­ 
sion. 
. 


W ill Commend Tariff Bill. 
Tile president will mildly commend 
the tariff bill and point cut that no 
further legislation can be looked for 
at this session. 
Alaskan matters will 
be touched on, but, as indicated above, 
the president will be perfectly satis­ 
fied if, at the coming session of con­ 
gress, he is able to get through the 
amendments to the interstate com­ 
merce and anti-trust laws which he 
indorsed. 
Woman suffrage, upon vhich he is 
neutral—believing, how*ever, that it 
will come when all women demand it 
—the right of a woman to marry the 
man of her choice the necessity for 
young men to “dig.” renewed assur­ 
ances to the South that he dees not 
seek to make Southerners Republi­ 
cans, but merely to reunite firmly the 
sections, were a few of the topics that 
were discussed by the president dur­ 
ing his series of speeches throughout 
the day. 
Half a dor.en stops were made and 
direct from headquarters it can be 
said that Mr. Taft is enthusiastic over 
the reception that is being accorded 
him in the South. 
Certainly it lacks 
nothing of warmth and genuineness. 
A score of times din lr g the day tho 
“rebel yell” swelled the air, and, 
with his smile constantly broadening, 
Taft has enjoyed It all like a small 
boy on an "ating or a budding states­ 
man participating In the first fruits of 
popularity. 


APPOINTMENT IS IMPORTANT 


Taft Not Likely to H urry in Selecting 
Peckbam’a Successor. 
Washington, Nov. 3.—Public men In 
this city are realizing that no presi­ 
dent for many years has had as im­ 
portant a task before him as that 
which confronts President Taft in the 
appointment of a successor to Justice 
Peckham on the supreme bench, and 
It will not surprise these men lf he 
should go exceedingly careful about 
it. 
It requires only a superficial ac­ 
quaintance with American legislative 
and judicial history to know that the 
supreme court for many years, and on 
almost all important cases, has been 
habitually divided, five to four, and 
this division has been peculiarly no 
liceable when the court has passed 
upon questions of the trusts and inter­ 
state commerce regulation. 
The rela­ 
tion Of Justice Peckham to some of 
these great decisions was very inti­ 
mate and prominent. 
The man who is to succeed Justice 
Peckham will sit with the court in the 
hearing and decidirg of some of the 
most important cases brought before 
it for manv years, and therefore the 
president, iii the selection of that man, 
as the m atter is looked at here, will 
be justified in proceeding with great 
care. 
Within the next few days it is en 
tirMy probable that cases involving 
the right of the government to exer­ 
cise effective control over corporations 
of all descriptions will come into tho 
court for a final decision.
